AN artist’s impression of the 2012 
shooting venue has been released by 
the Olympic Delivery Authority. 

The shooting range at the Royal Artillery 
Barracks, Woolwich, will host the Pistol, 
Rifle and Shotgun Shooting competitions, 
as well as Paralympic Archery. 

It is set to be completed in time for 
international shooting test events next 
spring. Spectators will enter the venue 
with views of the world-famous military 
base - the longest continuous Georgian 
building facade in the UK - before taking 
their seats to watch the action. 

LOCOG chair Seb Coe said: “Staging the 
Shooting and Paralympic Archery events 
at the world famous Royal Artillery 
Barracks will provide a memorable 
background during the Games which will 
inspire the athletes and provide a great 
showcase for London and the UK.” 
President of the International Shooting 
Sport Federation, Olegario Vazquez 
Rana, said: “It is fantastic to see our 
athletes and the sport of shooting located 
at such an iconic venue at the very centre 
and heart of the London Games. 

“We are extremely impressed with the 
design, plans and arrangements for the 
venue. It will provide a splendid stage 
upon which to showcase our athletes and 
sport to the world.” 

It’s estimated that more than 104,000 
spectators will attend the Shooting and 
Paralympic Archery competitions - 
roughly 6,500 people a day. 

Immediately after the Games, the venue 
will begin to be dismantled and the site 
returned to its original condition, after

Steve Sutherland 
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Kidbrooke Village plans 


RESIDENTS had a chance to examine 
plans for the next stage of the 
Kidbrooke Regeneration, known as The 
Village Centre, last week. A two-day 
public exhibition at the Kidbrooke 
Regeneration Project Office showcased 
details of Phase 3 of the £lbn scheme 
which is renovating the former 
Ferrier Estate and surrounding areas 
of Kidbrooke. Plans for the Village 
Centre were recently submitted and 
are due to be considered by Greenwich 
Council this summer. The application 


follows public consultation on the 
proposals in July last year. The Village 
Centre will be the commercial hub of 
the regeneration project and includes 
plans for a supermarket, shops, hotel, 
community facilities and new transport 
exchange. Many of the homes in Phase 1 
are now completed and new apartments 
are due to be ready under Phase 2 
and 2a. The scheme is being led by 
Greenwich Council in partnership with 
Berkeley Homes (Urban Renaissance) 
the Homes and Communities Agency

and Southern Housing Group. John 
Anderson, chairman of Berkeley (Urban 
Renaissance) Ltd: “The regeneration of 
the Ferrier Estate is gaining pace with 
residents having moved into the first 
completed houses. It is very exciting 
that the planning application for The 
Village Centre has now been submitted 
and we look forward to the public’s 
feedback on the final plans.”

Fixing

GOVERNMENT officials have been 
to see for themselves how the work 
of Greenwich’s Home Improvement 
Team can change the lives of 
Greenwich residents. 

Mottingham grandmother Sandra 
Chittick, 66, was one of the people who 
invited reps from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
(DCLG) into her home earlier this month 
so they could see the new walk-in shower 
which she says has “brought her dignity 
back”. 

Sandra, who has lived in the area for 
33 years, is one of many Greenwich 
residents who have been helped with 
home improvements and adaptations 
by the council’s Disability and Home 
Improvement Team. 

Mrs Chittick has arthritis in her legs 
and her spine and she is partially sighted. 

She told us: “I had a new right hip at the 
QE Hospital in Woolwich last April, but, 
before that, I was trying to climb into my 
plastic bath to use a shower attachment. 

“Then, when I had a bad fall, I bought 
a step and a zimmer frame to try to help 
me get in. 

“I always waited for my daughter to 
come over before I took a shower. But she 
doesn’t drive and she needed to 
take three buses from Surrey.” 

The grandmother-of-six got ■ 
help from Greenwich Council to 
apply for a grant. The council H 
also appointed builders and 
supervised all aspects of the 
work from start to finish, and 
the shower was installed in less 
than three weeks. 

She told us: “The standard m 
of workmanship was excellent 
- and this has really made a * 
difference to my quality of life.” 

She added: “The workmen 
themselves were so pleasant 
too. If this service hadn’t been * 
available, I’d just have to carry 
on as I was. But, now, because 
of all this, I’ve got my dignity ^ 
back.” 

Cllr Steve Offord, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
housing, also went along to 
look at the work. 

He told GT: “This is a really valuable 
service that changes the lives of older 
people and enables them to continue 
living independently in their own homes. 
Without this service people would need 
more support from other health and care 
services.” 

He added: “I’ve been impressed at how 
all the improvements are tailor-made to 


the needs 
of each 
disabled 
resident. 
It’s also interesting to see what can be done 
to a property to make it more comfortable 
for the people who live there.” 

Jon Bright, a director at the government 
department which came on the visit 
to the borough, told GT: “This is 
very impressive - and the way these 
improvements have been customised to 
the specific needs of the client is very 
evident here.”

Apprentices shine at 
building skills contest 


A YOUNG carpenter and a trainee 
plumber at Shooters Hill post-16 
campus outshone their peers at a 
prestigious London-wide “future 
skills” competition. 

The Apprentice Skills Showcase 
competition, in Hackney, East London, 
was staged by the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA). It was designed to 
highlight the importance of vocational 
training in the run up to the London 
2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games. It 
also helped to raise awareness among 
employers of the high-quality talent 
being developed in colleges and training 
centres. 

The challenge attracted some of the 
most able trainees in their trade from ten 
colleges across the capital. 

George Parsons, 18, from Charlton, a 
student at the post-16 campus in Red 
Lion Lane, came first in a carpentry and 
joinery challenge. 

The challenge was one of several 
designed by professionals to test the 
ability and creativity of scores of trainees 
across the capital. 

George, who is a former pupil of 
Blackheath Bluecoats School, said: 
“I really enjoy my carpentry course at 
Shooters Hill, and I am hoping to progress 
onto an apprenticeship in carpentry.” 

Fellow-student, 17-year-old Abiola 
Omotosho, from Abbey Wood, came 
second in the plumbing section. 

Abiola said: “Shooters Hill enables 
me to learn within a professional and 
exciting environment. I was so pleased I 


received an award.” 

Jack Budd, an ex-Shooters Hill student, 
succeeded in obtaining a Showcase Medal 
in the Landscape and Horticultural section. 
A11 the employers on the Olympic Park 
were invited to the event, and some 
put their own trainees into the mix to 
compete against the students.

• Landscape and Horticultural 
Students who were placed first, second 

and third in all disciplines received 
certificates and London 2012 badges. The 
winners also received gift vouchers from 
DIY superstore B & Q. 

Ian Ashman, principal at Hackney 
Community College which hosted the 
event, said: “It was a showcase of skills at 
the highest level - a great opportunity to 
highlight the talent in ah of our colleges. 
I congratulate all the winners and wish 
them well for a successful future.” 

Bob Noseda, Supply Side Manager for 
the London 2012 Apprentice Programme, 
added: “The trainees taking part were 
fantastic and proved that good candidates 
are already training.”

For the last 
three years a charity 
named Greenwich 
Volcare have provided 
a young adult for seven 
hours every two weeks 
to accompany him on 
trips, play with him and 
help him feel normal. 

I am horrified to 
find that Greenwich 
Council has cut this 
funding and our son 
will lose the friend he 
has made. He is really 



upset and I share his 
sadness - how can this 
be justified? The people 
of Greenwich value 
and support disabled 
children, and surely 


would be horrified to 
know that the council 
has done this.

recent third sector 
commissioning round, 
it was agreed that 
breaks for parents of 
disabled children were 
a high priority for 
funding. Following a 
competitive process, 
Greenwich Toy 
Library, Mencap and 
the New Lodge Riding 
Centre were allocated 
funding to provide 
these services. Volcare 


were not successful in 
competing for funding. 
Council officers are 
contacting families 
using Volcare services 
to make sure they know 
what the council has 
commissioned and 
where they can get 
further information 
on these and other 
services to support 
them. In addition, 
families receiving 
direct payments from 
the council can buy 
services from any 
organisation that can 
meet their needs.

Why will no-one 
take responsibility for sorting this 
problem, and provide a much-needed 
new school for the amazing pupils and 
staff of Willow Dene? Were the offers 
before Easter made just to keep us at 
bay and quiet? Don’t the pupils of this 
school deserve the same opportunities 
to learn and develop as their peers in 
mainstream school? Please think again 
and provide the disabled children of 
Greenwich with the school and facilities 
they truly deserve.

• LOCAL councils do not fund 
universities. The story referred to the 
money being spent by the university on 
extending their premises. The council 
had a proposal to relocate Willow Dene 
school six years ago. This was rejected 
by the school’s governing body because 
it did not contain all the elements 
they required, despite the fact these 
could have been added later. Costs 
then increased and the project became 
unaffordable. The council continues 
to seek urgent ways to secure the 
renewal of the school, and preferably its 
relocation. A decision on the location of 
the site will be made when the costs of 
the project have been confirmed, and we 
are now expecting that this point will be 
reached in the near future.

Collectors do know the rules, 
but from time to time, they do 
make mistakes. In this case, the 
council would like to apologise 
to Mr Seguss. 

Clearly there has been an error 
by the Green crew that services 
this property. 

If Mr Seguss wants to send his 
address the council can take it 
up with the appropriate crew.

We’re aiming 
to increase participation 
across the borough, especially 
among the 16 to 18-year-olds 
who tend to opt out. 

“Bringing back inter-school 
sports competition will be 
a big help in this direction 
while at the same time making 
the facilities available to the 
public, who can use them at 
any time.” 

The Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson said: “I’m delighted 
that our Help a London park 
funding has resulted in shiny 
new sports facilities for local 
youngsters to enjoy.”

Up she rises! 

Cutty Sark is raised 12 feet to house new museum

GREENWICH’S Grand Old Lady 
of the sea, the world-famous tea 
clipper the Cutty Sark, has reached 
a new milestone in her restoration 
following the devastating fire in 
2007. 

She has now been lifted nearly 12 feet 
above the bottom of her dry berth in 
Greenwich, and visitors will be able to 
take a close-up look at the innovative 
hull that made her one of the fastest tea 
clippers which brought back tea from 
China in the late 19th century. 

An interactive museum will be built 
in the space under the three-masted 
ship, where visitors will be able to find 
out more about her history. The hull 
is being suspended from 12 arms on a 
concrete beam running along the sides 
of the dry berth. 

Richard Doughty, chief executive of 
the Cutty Sark Trust, said: “What made 
the Cutty Sark famous was her speed 
and that was achieved by her hull shape. 
Visitors will be able to see the hull for the 
first time, and it’s an extraordinary sight 
to see this huge elegant ship suspended 
above your head.” 

The May 2007 fire, which caused £10 
million worth of damage, was said 
to have been caused by an industrial 
vacuum cleaner accidentally left on. The 
ship used to be one of London’s most 
popular tourist attractions, and is due to 
open in Spring next year following the 
restoration work.

Thames for the 1951 Festival of 
Britain, and was then brought 
to Greenwich by the Cutty Sark 
Preservation Society which 
was formed in 1953. A special 
dry-dock was constructed and 
nearly three years were spent 
on her restoration. In 1957 the 
ship was opened to the public in 
a live broadcast by The Queen. 
Since that time, Cutty Sark has 
been visited by more than 16 
million people from all over the 
world.

- and now over 200 cities are 
interested in setting up their 
own schemes. 

David said: “I requested to 
be shown around Melbourne 
when I visited Australia. Later, 
when I spoke to some people 
who actually lived there, they 
didn’t know some of the things 
about it that I had learned!” 

Eleanor said: “Volunteering 
as a Greeter has really 
furthered my interest in local 
history. I’m having to look so 
many things up.” 

She added: “I recently met 
two Chilean students who had 
never been to Europe before. 
They had just four hours in 


London, and we spent just 
over one hour together in 
Greenwich. 

“I started by explaining that 
this place had grown up when 
people started coming down 
from London because it was 
so full of green and offered 
everything they wanted. It still 
does, too!” 

Robert, David and Eleanor 
were among the first group 
of Greenwich Greeters to be 
inducted at the Greenwich 
Heritage Centre on the Royal 
Arsenal at Woolwich at the 
end of last year.

Reminiscence challenge over open spaces

FOND memories of walk- 
ing, playing and having 
picnics in a “necklace” 
of open spaces that once 
made up the Charlton Es- 
tate are to be collated into 
a special local people’s his- 
tory project over the next 
15 months. 

The special reminiscence 
challenge, made possible 
through a grant of £39,000 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund’s ‘Your Heritage’ pro- 
gramme, will focus on Horn- 
fair, Charlton, Maryon Wilson, 
and Maryon Parks, as well as 
Gilberts Pit and Barrier Park. 

The parks lie along the Green 
Chain Walk as it runs from 
Shooters Hill through Charl- 
ton to the River Thames. 

The new project, which will 
organise a series of public in- 
formation days over the next 
15 months, is being co-ordi- 
nated by Greenwich Mural 
Workshop Partnership, which 
includes Friends of Charlton 
House, Friends of Charlton 
Park, Friends of Maryon and 
Maryon Wilson parks and the 
Charlton Society. 

The partnership will also 
look at the origins of the es- 
tate through maps, books and 
newspapers, photographs and 
drawings. 

The project will work with 
pupils from Greenwich schools 


including The John Roan at 
Blackheath, and Thorntree 
and Charlton Manor primary 
schools, along with Greenwich 
Council, Greenwich Heritage 
Centre, the Royal Artillery at 
The Firepower! Museum and 
Charlton Athletic Football 
Club. 

A group of 20 volunteers in- 
cluding secondary school pu- 
pils will be trained in the skills 
of interviewing, digital re- 
cording and editing. They will 
work with Creative Process, 
a London-based not-for-profit 
regeneration agency, to devise 
an interactive website to pub- 
lish the stories and provide a 
resource for local schools. 

The whole project will culmi- 
nate in an exhibition in Charl- 
ton House next June in the 
lead up to the 2012 Olympic 
games. 

The project has the support 
of Lord Gough, who is a direct 
descendant of the Maryon Wil- 
son family. They were custodi- 
ans of Charlton House and the 
Estate from the early 1700s un- 
til 1923, when part of the land 
was sold to London County 
Council. 

Sue Bowers, head of Heritage 
Lottery Fund London, said: 
“This is an imaginative pro- 
ject to capitalise on the local 
community’s support for their 
neighbourhood parks - to get 
them involved in unlocking 
the hidden history of their 
area that these green spaces 


represent.” 

Carol Kenna, artistic direc- 
tor of Greenwich Mural Work- 
shop, said: “The partnership is 
thrilled to receive the endorse- 
ment of the Heritage Lottery 
grant.”

you are facing redundancy 


Help if 

IF you are facing redundancy or 
if your working hours have been 
reduced, knowing how to cope 
financially can be worrying. 
Many people miss out on extra 
help because they do not know 
they can claim. There is a range 
of benefits and other financial 
support depending on your 
circumstances. For example, 
you should receive Statutory 
Redundancy Pay if you have 
been working for the same 
employer for at least two years. 

Other benefits you may 
be able to claim include: 
• Jobseeker’s Allowance (JSA) 
- this is the main benefit for 
people who are not in work. You 
may get contribution-based JSA 
if you have paid enough national 
insurance contributions - even 
if you have a partner in full-time 


work. There is also income-based 
J S A if your income is low enough. 
Income Support - you may be 
able to claim Income Support 
rather than JSA, if you are a 
lone parent of a child under 7 
(or 5 from October) or if you 
are a carer. Call Jobcentre 
Plus on 0800 055 6688 to claim. 

• Working Tax Credit - can 
continue to be paid for four 
weeks when work stops. Call the 
Tax Credits Helpline on 0845 300 
3900 (textphone 0845 300 3909). 

• Housing Benefit (HB) and 
Council Tax Benefit (CTB) - if 
you are already getting HB or 
CTB you may now get more help. 
If not, contact Greenwich Advice 
and Benefits Service on 020 8921 
4900 (or textphone 18001 020 8921 
4900) to check if you can claim. 

If you own your home - you may 


be able to get help towards your 
mortgage interest payments and 
service charges if you get Income 
Support, JSA, Employment 
and Support Allowance or 
Pension Credit Guarantee. 

It is important to claim without 
delay, even if you think you 
will find work quickly. It may 
take longer than you expect. 
Registering with Jobcentre Plus 
promptly will ensure you receive 
all you are entitled to and also 
help you with getting back into 
work. To ensure you are paid the 
correct amount, remember to 
tell all the offices that pay your 
benefits and tax credits if you 
stop work or reduce your hours.

Greenwich youth help make plans for Olympic site

FOUR young people from 
Greenwich will be helping 
to shape the future of the 
Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park. 

They have just been recruited 
to the 2011 Legacy Youth 
Panel, and they’ll be working 
alongside the Olympic Park 
Legacy Company to develop 
long-term plans. 

The four are among 30 
young people from the six 
Host Olympic Boroughs who 
have been selected to offer 
innovative and fresh ideas into 
what should be created for the 
park’s future. 

The Legacy Youth Panel was 
set up three years ago and is 
made up of young people aged 
14 to 19 from the Olympic 
host boroughs. The new panel 
members from Greenwich 
joined the existing members 
to form a panel of more than 
60 young people. They act as 
ambassadors and explain their 
work to hundreds of other 
schoolchildren across the 
capital. The new Greenwich 
recruits are 17-year-olds Zosia 
Eyres and Tommy Pullen, 


plus Tarun Knapp, 15, who 
goes to Plumstead Manor 
School, and Henry Byrne, 18, 
who is studying for A-levels. 
They will be working with the 
Legacy Company to market

SCORES of London’s young 
people got a unique chance 
to prove they’re on the right 
track with their sports 
training earlier this month. 

Sutcliffe Park athletics 
stadium, Eltham, hosted the 
first Disability Championships 
for promising stars from the 
five Olympic host boroughs, 
complete with one of the 
borough’s most experienced on- 
your-marks starters and plenty 
of moral support from a local 
javelin-throwing ace who is 
hopeful of selection for the 2016 
Games in Rio. 

The day run by Greenwich 
Council and its sporting partners 
attracted excited athletes aged 
11 to 19 from across the capital, 
including a dozen from Charlton 
School in Charlton Park Road. 

Their coach and Greenwich 
team manager, Melissa 
Catchpole, and Charlton School’s 


l 


head of PE, Debbie Reid, have 
high hopes that some of them 
will shine at the London Youth 
Games at Mile End Stadium on 
June 15. 

At last year’s Games, the school 
took a first in the 200 metres for 
contenders with severe learning 
difficulties, as well as trophies 
in the long jump, shot-put and 
javelin. 

Training within the Charlton 
squad for this year’s Games has 
become fierce and focused since 
February when Melissa set up 
a special after-school academy 
on Tuesday nights. The young 
people welcome any teenager 
with disabilities from across the 
borough to join them. 

Contenders at the Disability 
Championships included 

Nasreen, who originally got her 


enthusiasm for height bean-bag 
throwing at her primary school, 
Willow Dene, in Plumstead. Now 
the 11-year-old from Woolwich 
also enjoys shot-put and javelin. 

She told GT: “I’ve never been on 
a track before today. We normally 
use our PE hall at Charlton 
School and we put cones down. 
I’m excited. This is so different!” 

GT caught up with her fellow 
pupil Derren, 11, from Charlton, 
as he came second in a 100 metres 
race. 

He said: “It’s my first time on a 
track like this - and I knew I had 
to go straight! Now I feel good, I 
feel happy.” 

Experienced Cambridge 

Harrier Dave Maynard, who’s 
been a “starter” - complete with 
pistol - for the last 40 years, gave 
extra authenticity to the exciting 
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sports meeting. 

Dave, a retired engineering 
model-maker, who has been with 
the Harriers for 62 years, told 
us: “We don’t treat these young 
people any differently from 
anyone else. They are athletes 
who just happen to have a 
disability.” 

One of the members of GLL’s 
coaching and events-team is 2016 
Rio Games javelin hopeful, Craig 
Lacy. 

Craig, 19, from Lee, a former 
pupil of Middle Park primary 
school and the old Eltham Green 
secondary school nearby, was 
helping the young people to get 
the most from their day. 

He told GT: “You don’t have 
to compete at Crystal Palace to 
become a track star! You can 
come to a local venue like this 


one. I remember I first came 
down here to run when I was 
about eight or nine.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
Olympics, said: “I welcome the 
notion of the six host boroughs 
getting together in one borough 
to provide what are real 
opportunities for young people 
with disabilities to participate in 
sporting achievement.” 

Cllr Fahy, who had spent 
some time the week before 
supporting a 15-strong 
Greenwich squad at the Time to 
Shine championships in Stoke 
Mandeville, Buckinghamshire, 
added: “Facilities here at 

Sutcliffe Park are excellent, and 
this is all about creating a level 
playing-field where, regardless 
of disability, everyone has an 
opportunity to join in. 

“That’s what we at Greenwich, 
along with the other host 


boroughs, want to achieve as 
part of our Olympic legacy - and 
you can see how excited everyone 
is here today.” 

Mik Courtney, GLL track 
manager at Sutcliffe Park, said: 
“This is one of a total of 145 
events already booked until the 
end of September. 

“This venue has been 
specifically designed to 
accommodate all kinds of 
different groups. Everything 
is accessible from registration 
onwards, including the toilet, 
the kitchen, and the track itself. 

“We just want more people to 
know we are here!” 

• Greenwich finished second 
in the competition with 617 
points, just seven behind winners 
Newham. Newham B came third 
(586), Newham C fourth (410) and 
Hackney fifth (147).

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations

Their charity is One Life, and 
they have been responsible 
for Dance Aid events to raise 
cash for local kids and D Jing 
courses for hard-to-reach 
youngsters. 

Now they’re taking to the 
decks in the lounge at the 
Valley to entertain Danny 
Dyer and Co and teach young 
people how to D J at the same 
time. Wayne told Scene : “Our 
stage is in there blasting out 
music for all the celebs and it’s 
like a party atmosphere. 

“What we started to do last 
year was take one of our 
‘academies’ in there, so at one 
side of the room we set up 
another set of decks and we’ll 
teach all the kids in there how 
to D J, and the celebs will come 
over and D J with the kids as 
well. 

“We had the Hoosiers and

three young guys from 
Woolwich all DJing at the 
same time last year - as 
you can imagine they were 
absolutely made up.” 

As well as the proceeds that go 
to the Samaritans, a cut of the 
VIP tickets sold goes to One 
Life. 

Mete added: “We feel quite 
privileged to be a small charity 
who have gone in with a big 
charity, we have built up a 
good relationship with Soccer 
Six over the last three years, 
and this year we have asked 
them to make a contribution 
through ticket sales. 

“For every VIP ticket we sell, 

£3 goes to our charity.” 

Wayne and Mete have sold 
almost all the tickets for the 
VIP arena, bagging them £1500 
to go towards new classroom 
facilities so that they can give 
a chance to those teens who 
are hardest to reach. 

It’s a chance for Wayne 
and Mete to get exposure 
and grow what they do in 
the community and they’re 
looking to get their programme 
at more events. 


Mete added: “The 
general idea is that 
if there’s a do going 
on, we’ve got the 
soundsystem, we’ve 
got cameras, we’ve 
got DJs. We can 
come in and help out 
with these events 
and whoever’s doing 
these events can help 
get these courses into 
communities.” 

The pair have set 
up 20 facilities in 
schools, community centres 
and football clubs over the 
south and east of London, 
which give some of the most 
troubled young people the 
chance to build confidence and 
street-cred over the free six- 
week music course. 

At present the pair fundraise 
for the money to pay the 
D J tutors at their portable 
classrooms where the courses 
take place. 

Wayne and Mete even got to 
meet the Prime Minister last 
year to discuss their scheme 
which they hope will grow 
and grow, and they are also 


keen to hear from 
businesses who may want to 
be involved in the scheme.

It ’s unlucky 
for some . . . 


on the big screen worldwide 



THERE’S something 
about flawed 
characters that we 
can’t get enough of 
in Britain. If it’s not 
Ricky Gervais’ toe-curling office 
buffoon David Brent, it’s Basil 
Fawlty’s neurosis in Fawlty 
Towers or Leonard Rossiter’s 
delusions of grandeur as Reggie 
Perrin. 

At their hearts they share an 
endearing wholesomeness which 
inevitably shines through in 
the end, but they are not always 
characters that translate well 
onto the big screen. 

And though he may be from 
the side of the pond more 
comfortable loving the alpha 
male-style lead man, Johnny 
Depp’s Captain Jack Sparrow is 
actually a character cut from a 
similar cloth. 

It’s perhaps no surprise - Depp 
is a renowned Anglophile 
who famously based his 
swashbuckling creation on 
craggy rock star Keith Richards’ 
flaky demeanour, and the 
Rolling Stone was even invited 
into the fold as Jack’s old man. 
The crinkly rocker returns 
for a brief cameo in the fourth 
instalment of the series, Pirates 
Of The Caribbean: On Stranger 
Tides, much of which was filmed 
right here in Greenwich. 

It’s a brief appearance in a film 
which barely pauses for breath 
and what might easily have been 
a cynical cash-in on a successful 
franchise. 

But far from creating a washed- 
out damp squib, director Rob 
Marshall has pulled off the best 
Pirates since the first aired 
nearly a decade ago. 

While many of us might have 
expected the storyline to be as 


flimsy and riddled with holes 
as the sails of the Black Pearl, 
a neat patchwork of elements 
recalling Indiana Jones and 
Avatar keeps OST leagues above 
its predecessors, the passable 
Dead Man ’ s Chest, and the 
formulaic At World’s End. 

Sure, the search for the Fountain 
of Youth was never going to win 
any prizes for originality, but it’s 
the slick narrative and terrific 
cast which retains a freshness 
which belies the movie’s position 
of fourth in the series. 

Keeping Keef as the blueprint for 
all things pirate, Ian McShane 
steps into the breach as the near- 
body double of the Stone, though 
inevitably outclassing him for 
screen presence as the menacing 
Captain Blackbeard. 

Playing his daughter Angelica, 
Penelope Cruz is a touch more 
generic, albeit in possession 
of the Latin temperament that 
seems so befitting of a piratess. 
Geoff ory Rush is the standout of 
the cast however, a mischievous 
twinkle in his eye so perfect for 
the role of double (or is it triple) 
crossing Captain Barbossa. The 
superb Rush is unrecognisable 
from his star turn in the King’s 
Speech, but equally impressive 
in the versatility showcased 
here. 

As we’ve come to expect - and 
take for granted in Disney 
films - there are knowing winks 
a-plenty for the older members 
of the audience, and Cap’n Jack 
seems to acquire better comic 
timing as he matures, popping 
up with more one-liners than 
Tim Vine on this outing. 

Even the 3D format triumphs. Its 
usage has been hit and miss over 
the past decade, but the tryhard 
kinks of gratuitous visuals 


which pandered to the special 
effect have largely gone. On 
several occasions the audience 
flinched as one, most noticeably 
when burning coals fell from 
Sparrow’s getaway vehicle as it 
chased along the cobbles at the 
Old Royal Naval College. 

Depp’s possession of the 
character is now so total: 
Sparrow’s vanity has been 
ramped up an extra notch and 
the Bouncy swagger further 
exaggerated to take in not 
just Keith Richards, but his 
bandmate Mick Jagger too. 
Granted, it’s not a serious 
role - and the comic art is one 
perennially overlooked. Depp’s 
career has been a mixed bag, 
and while this may not win him 
plaudits from the Stanislavskis 
or the RADAs, it is the 
character that he will surely be 
remembered for the most. 

And of course, the pirate’s 
bumbling buffoonery 
inadvertently saves the day in 
the end, despite the efforts of not 
only Blackbeard, but both the 
English and Spanish Navies as 
well. 

There might have been a 
message in here somewhere 
about the fruitless search for 
eternal youth, and one which 
Walt Disney himself would 
surely have approved had 
his quest for everlasting life 
worked out. But frankly, small 
matters like big messages are 
of little consequence when 
swashbuckling is as much fun 
as this.

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THIRTEEN highly 
trained Samurai 
warriors pitting 
themselves against 
an army of 200. Unacceptable 
odds, you might think. An 
arrogant folly, you’d probably 
think. 

In fact, it was the reality of 
feudal Japan in 1844, where “to 
value one’s life was to die like a 
dog". 13 Assassins is the latest 
offering from prolific Japanese 
director, Takashi Miike, and a 
notable addition to the Samurai 
movie library, while also an 
homage to Akira Kurosawa’s 
memorable masterpiece, 

Seven Samurai, from 1954. 
Mid-19th Century Japan is a 
time of extended peace. The 
Samurai have grown lazy, their 
hegemony at an end. But one 
final task awaits them - the 
destruction of the ignoble, 
disrespectful and psychotic 
Lord Naritsugu (Goro Inagaki) 
the Shogun’s younger brother, 
whose taste for slaughter 
knows no bounds. 

The ageing but relentlessly- 
driven Shinzaemon (Koji 
Yakusjo) begins to gather 
together and meticulously 
train a small band of warriors 
including his dissolute nephew 
Shinrouko (Takayuki Yamada), 
the veteran spear thrower, 
Sahara who demands payment 
upfront (“to bury my wife and 
buy luxuries I’ve never had") 
and a manic, forest dwelling 
creature (Yusuke Iseya) with 
seemingly supernatural 
powers. Together, they plan to 
restore the glory of the Shogun, 
do their duty to the people 
and, only if successful, honour 
themselves and their families. 
The film is of two halves: 
the first, preparation of the 
deed and attention to detail, 

“My logic was shallow", 
Shinzaemon elegantly 
admits to his friend, having 
overlooked a minor flaw 
in their plan. The second is

the battle, fast furious and 
technologically spectacular, 
the bridge blowing scene 
oddly reminiscent of Sam 
Peckinpah’s, The Wild Bunch. 
The balance of the movie veers 
dramatically from moments 
of extreme violence - cattle 
deliberately set on fire running 
amok in the town, now a virgin- 
white kimono splattered pink 
with fresh, new blood - to 
scenes of immense beauty and 
calm - forest cliffs wreathed 
in early morning mist, the 
soldiers’ shimmering shiny 
helmets bobbing endlessly up 
and down. 

The battle scenes - arguably 
the longest in cinematic 
history - are surprisingly 
lacking in gore. The images are 
memorable - from enormous 
street-closing traps woven out 
of trees to the detonation and 
collapse of an entire house. 
Underlying the whole is an 
unparalleled sense of honour. 
Naritsugu’s samurai will 
support his master to the end 
whatever his personal beliefs 
about his latter’s horrific 
lifestyle, while Shinzaemon 
revels in the opportunity of 
dying a true warrior’s death. 
Miike weaves these complex 
and disparate threads carefully 
together towards a stunning 
and spectacular climax. A truly 
worthy addition to the genre.

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Coming home

A WOOLWICH football team has 
been crowned champions of a long- 
standing cup competition after a 
spectacular match- winning goal. 

The Under-ll’s Bexley Cup final was 
a showdown between the Woolwich 
District and Bexley District teams, and 
in a tight match, Woolwich held on to 
a 1-0 scoreline after an early strike by 
forward Frankie Ryan. 

The team had reached the final before, 
but this was the first time they had won 
the cup competed for by teams from all 
over the capital. 

The goal came ten minutes into the 
game, when Ryan of Ealdham school, 
lashed a powerful strike past the Bexley 
keeper. Ten-year-old Ryan’s teammate, 
Oliver Milton had gone to ground, and 
the resulting free kick lead the only 
goal of the game in the clash between 
the rivals. 


But after the goal Woolwich failed to 
capitalise on their early lead, hampered 
by stout defending from the Bexley 
boys whose last-ditch tackling kept 
their team in the game. Woolwich 
District is made up of players from 
schools across the borough, which was 
formerly known as Greenwich District. 
Manager of the Woolwich team for the 
past 10 years, Claire Weatherhead, a 
teacher at Wyborne School, New Eltham 
said: “It was no more than the team 
deserved and I am really proud of them. 
It was a fantastic strike from Frankie 
and worthy of winning a trophy.” 
Assistant manager Mark Hilton added: 
“It was a brilliant all-round team 
performance.” 

The team first played together in 
October 2010 after being trialled for the 
team, in which a squad of 20 children 
was whittled down to 16. 

Five of the squad have been selected to

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Our girl’s medal in the World Youth Championships

GREENWICH’S 
teenage weightlifting 
sensation Zoe Smith 
soared to even greater 
heights on Saturday 
when she won the 
silver medal in the 
63kg weight category 
at the World Youth 
Championships in 
Lima, Peru. 


The 17-year-old, who 
took home England’s 
first ever female 
weightlifting medal in the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Delhi last October - where 
she won bronze - lifted 
91kg in the snatch, a 
personal best by 5kg and 
smashing her previous 
British U23 record of 
86kg, set at the British 
senior championships in 
Kilmarnock last June. 
The 91kg lift gave her 


second place overall in 
the snatch phase of the 
competition. Next up, in 
the clean and jerk, Smith 
lifted 110kg, adding 8kg 
to her PB of 102kg, also 
set at the same British 
championships last year. 

She opened on a new 
U23 British record of 
105kg, before moving up 
to 110kg, but failing on 
her final lift of 115kg. 

That lift gave her 
third place overall in the 
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clean and jerk phase of 
the competition and a 
combined total of 201kg, a 
new U23 British record by 
13kg, securing the silver 
medal behind the Russian 
Diana Akhmetova. 

This was Zoe’s last 
opportunity to compete 
at World Youth level, 
which she first competed 
at in Thailand in 2008, 
lifting a combined total 
of 169kg. 

Zoe said: “I’m 

absolutely thrilled. I was 
feeling under a lot of 
pressure to do well here 
because everyone kept 
telling me they felt sure I 
was going to win a medal. 
I texted my mum to ask 
her not to be disappointed 
if I came home with 
nothing, although I did 


admit that I’d be secretly 
disappointed if I didn’t! 

“Despite my success 
in Delhi, I kind of felt I’d 
let myself down with my 
performance, so to come 
here and compete this 
well on a world stage has 
really given me so much 
encouragement and 
reinforces my belief that 
I made the right decision 
to put my studies on hold 
to move to Leeds and 
train full-time with the 
national squad.” 

The Abbey Wood girl 
added: “It was a great 
feeling to get silver and 
to place above a great 
nation like China. I got 
a personal best in the 
snatch and equalled it in 
the clean and jerk, but I 
know I can do better.” 


British head coach 
Tamas Feher said: “It was 
a very touching moment 
to see Zoe perform so 
well. As coach it’s up 
to me to make sure we 
use the right tactics and 
then up to the athlete to 
execute them and Zoe 
executed them very well. 

“We expected she 
would get a medal but we 
didn’t know which one. 
The Russian girl seemed 
unbeatable because 
we knew her results in 
previous competition 
but the other places were 
open. 

“I’m very proud of 
Zoe because we beat the 
Thai and Chinese girls 
and these are two leading 
countries in women’s 
weightlifting.”
